Attending  the  services  will  be 
Mrs.  W.  D.  Hooper,  Dr,  Herty ’s 
sister  of  Athens,  and  represen¬ 
tatives  fro-m  Tech,  Emory,  and 
the  University  of  Georgia,  as 
well  a  members  of  the  American 
Chemical  society. 

Dr.  Yoe  was  born  in  Oxford, 
Alabama,  in  1892.
